WILL TRY FOR THE POLE 


Captain Bernier Given Permitsion 

Ottawa Government to Return 

to Arctic Waters and Come Back 

When He Has Accomplished His 
Purpose. 

Ottawa, October 17,—Captain Ber- 
nier, who has on three occasions 
made successful trips in northern 
waters, may yet prove to be ‘the real 
discoverer of the North Pole. At 
the conclusion of an addfess <le- 
livered before an Otfawa Canadian 
Club Saturday, Sir Wilfrid Laurier, 
who had listened with interest to 
lis remarks, announced that if Cap- 
tain Bernier desires he can make 
another trip to the Arctic in his 
Staunca little craft and that he will 
be absolutely free to go wherever he 
likes and to stay as long as he de- 
sires, This announcement = was 
loudly applauded for it means that 
nothing now stands in the way of 
Captain Bernier’s desire to put a| 
vessel in Behring sea waters and al- 
low it to follow the drift to the nor: 
thernmost part of the earth. 

Sir Wilfrid, in making the en- 
nouncement, said that he was proud 
of Captain Bernier and felt that all 
Canada was proud of him. “He 
is a man,” he said, “who bears his 
laurels lightly and does not blow his 
own trumpets. He was commission- 
ed to go and assert the jurisdiction of 
England through the government of 
Canada of lands to the north of the 
Dominion and he has carried out his 
instructions to the letter. He has 
told us that it was with tears in his 


acyes he was kept back by his sense 


of duty from going north. IL may 
say to Captain Bernier that next 
spring, if he will undertake the work, 
we shall send him again to the Arctic, 
with the same vessel and crew and 
give him all the latitude he wants. 
I know it is the desire of Canadians 
that the northern seas should be pat- 
rolled and Captain Bernier will be 
sent without limitations. He may 
resume his tip and come back only 
when he thinks, he has accomplished 
his mission. ’ 

“He may go to the pole or even be- 
yond the pole, if he desires. Such 
a mission could not be entrusted to 
safer or better hands than the hands 
of Captain Bernier.” 

During the course of his lecture, 
Captain Bernier exhibited a pole, 
such as is used by the Arctic ex 
plorers in travelling over ice, on 
which was carved the word ‘Eru- 
bus,” the name of the yessel which 
eurried Sir John Franklin's expedi- 
tion norht in 1846, Another inter- 
esting exhibit was a duplicate of the 
plate which he put up at Melville

LIFE OF ALFONSO AT 
MERCY OF ANARCHISTS 


Declaration is Made That He Will 
Not be Permitted to Live the 
Year Out—Feeling in London is 
Strong Against Spenish Govern: 
ment, 


Lendon, October 17.-Spanish  an- 
archists in London are openly 
threatening the life of King Alfonso 
and boasting that he will not be per- 
mitted to live the year out. 

Malatesta and others of the more 
rabid anarchists are actually inviting 
reporters to accompany them to 
secret mectings to listen to firebrand 
speeches, Some of them have shown 
reporters laboratories with new.y de- 
vised bombs, wherewith they hope 
to be able to take the lives of Kuro- 


pean monarchs. The outbreak of 
Ferrerism, which is convulsing the 
continent, reached England — this 


afternoon and evening and London 
witnesses] scenes duplicating ‘those 
enacted in Paris and other Luroperu 
capitals, Following a demonstration 
in Trafalgar Square, 10,000 malcon- 
tents rushed to the Spanish em- 
bassy in Grosvenor Gardens, by way 
of Whitehall and Victoria streets, 
and succeeded in reaching it despite 
frequent charges of the police. The 
embassy, which was guarded by a 
strong force of police, egeaped dam- 
age, Hand to hand fights oecurred,| 
missiles were thrown and sticks and 
umbrellas were used.

Wm. Jennings Bryan was born at 
Salem, Illinois, March 19, 1860, son

His mother was - Martin 
Jennings, from a long and honorable 
line of English ancestry, So the Irish 
and the English combined with the 
American tree development, gave 
him a pedigree as a splendid founda. 
tion dor his intellectual growth and 
equipment. 

Mr. Bryan was educated in the high 
school, Salem, M[linois, at Whipple 
academy, and was graduated’ B.A. 
from Jacksonville College in 1811, 
when he was chosen valedictorian of 
his clase. Later he received the we- 
grees M.A. and L.L.D. from his Alma 
Mater, who has always taken a fond 
interest in her talented protege. He 
followed this with a law course in 
Union College, Chicago, He was call- 
ed to the bar at Jacksonville, lil., in 
1683, and practised there till 1887, 
when he removed to Lincoln, Nebras- 
ka, and became famous. 


He wes elected in November, 1890, 
to the 52nd Congress, and was re- 
elected to the 63rd Congress in 1892, 
serving till 1895. He received the 
Democratic votes in the Nebraska 
legisleture for United States Senator 
in 1893, and was nominated in the 
Democratic State convention for U. 
S. Senator in 1894, but was defeated 
in the legislature by Senator J. M. 
Thurston. He was editor of the 
Omahe World-Herast, He was a de- 
legaie for Nebraska to the National 
Democratic convention in Chicago ‘n 
1266, and made a speech which és 
one of the most noted in the annals 
of world oratory.
